-He was over- 
come early in the morning of Jan. 5, 
sent for his physician, complaine'd of 
pains in his back and died within 
three minutes.

yond extreme weariness.

sioner of markets. 


This huge plan would have directly 


affected the sale of $150,000,000 worth 
of dairy products in the state an- 
nually. In making the plan it was 
estimated that there are 
2,000,000 


cows in the state. Also that there 
are 
3 000 cheese 
factories, 1.000 


creameries and 60 condensenes. The 
idea was to have all cows registered 
and to pool all milk and cream and 
then have it distributed equitably 
among the cheese factories, cream 
eries and condenseries. 


At its annual convention in De- 


cember the 'society appointed Mr. 
Nordman and Prof. Theodore Macklin 
of the state university to study and 
investigate the proposition and help 
with its promotion. These two men 
have now completed their investiga- 
tion and will advise against putting 
the plan in operation.

Mrs. Bushey entered petition for di- 
vorce in Milwaukee-co. circuit court 
on the grounds of cruel and inhuman 
treatment and judgment was rendered 
in her favor in April, 1921. On Sept. 
20, the same year, the court ordered 
its decision vacated when both parties 
appeared and showed that a reconcili- 
ation had occurred and they had re 
sumed marital relations. 


In her second petition for divorce in 


municipal cou-t here Mrs. Bushey de- 
clared that in spite of their previous 
reconciliation she found it impossible 
to live with her husband because he 
treated her cruelly and spoke to her 
in vile language. On the 
night of 


Nov. 29, 1921, the petition said, he hit 
her and tried to choke her. 


By the court's decree Mrs. Bushey 


will receive $250 alimony in a lump 
sum. The couple had no children.

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UNDERMINING THE CONSTITUTION 


We have heard a great deal in recent 


years of the alleged usurpation by the 
president of powers 'that did not constitu- 
tionally belong to him., "While there has 
been little foundation in fact for these 
charges, the country is today witnessing 
usurpation by the United States senate of 


vpower which belongs to the executive, and 
in direct violation of the constitution. 
AVe refer to the treaty, making power and 
the direction of foreign policy, which are 
lodged by the constitution in the hands 
of the president. Up to the time Senator 
Lodge and the battalion of death took it 
into their heads to tell the president what 
he could and what he could not do in 
for- 


eign affairs, there had never been a real 
challenge of the treaty-making preroga- 
tive belonging to the president. 


Ever since this incident, which resulted 


in keeping the United -States out of the 
League of Nations and out of association 
with Europe in the solution of peace prob- 
lems, the senate has undertaken to impose 
its will upon the executive in the making 
of treaties' and in the definition of foreign 
pflicy. It was the late Senator Penrose 
who gave advance warning to Mr. liar- 
ding that the foreign relations commit- 
tee of the senate would determine the 
for- 


eign policies of the United States. 


All the while the Washington confer- 


ence has been in. progress its proceedings 
have been under discussion or debate in 
the senate. Treaties under consideration 
and not yet signed-were attacked before it 
was known what they would contain. The 
unquestioned right of the president to ap- 
point plenipotentiaries to represent the 


-, United States in conferences abroad has 
- been attacked. Today we have organized 


in the senate a bloc composed of disgrunt- 
led Democrats and bitter-end Republicans 
.that is attempting to dictate American 
policy as it is to be denned in the conclu- 
sions and conventions of the Washing- 
ton conference, and to otherwise interfere 
in the-foreign affairs of the administra- 
tion. 
This bloc is proclaiming to the 


president that it will defeat the four- 
power treaty touching the Pacific, and 
possibly other treaties'including that for 
disarmament, unless 'the president yields 
' to the views of this particular group in 
determining his relations with Europe and 
the extent of American participation in 
the movements to restore Europe to sol- 
vency and to enforce peace. 


The threats and the clamor of 'this blue 


sure the acme of demogogy, the essence of 
political usurpation, the germ of constitu- 
tional paresis. . If ihe people of this coun- 
try believe in preserving constitutional 
government they should keep their eyes 
on the senate and its efforis to overthrow 
the constitution. 


LOWER RATE ON LUMBER 


The lumber interests of. .the United 


States are sceking.to secure a reduction in 
freight rates. Representatives of the in- 
dustry have appeared before the Inter- 
state Commerce commission in support of 
the movement, arguing that a lowering of 
transportation costs is necessary to stimu- 
late construction on a large scale the 
coming year. 


According to the lumbermen, the lum- 


ber and wood-using industries in the 
United States represent an investment of 
$12.000,000,000 and employ approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 people. Frederic J.IIas- 
kin, 
the well-known economist of Wash- 


ington, says they rank first among Ihe 
nation's industries in number of employes 
and second in invested capital and annual 
•value of products. Other students differ 
somewhat in these estimates, but the fact 
remains that next to agriculture and 
along with steel, 'the lumber and wood- 
using groups most vitally affect our na^ 
tional life. 
Sharing with agriculture the 


fact that Iheir products arc heavy, bulky 
mid of prime necessity, the lumber and 
wood-using interest* arc dependent upon 
the element of transportation as affecting 
the cost of their products to the consumer. 


Lumbermen declare that the chief cost 


in building materials is freight. 
The 


whole nation is waiting to start on a huge 
.program of home building and other phas- 
es of construction. 
To put these build- 


ing projects into actual work will be to 
contribute* heavily to business revival and 
a return of normal prosperity. vTo remove 
the causes which have been standing in 
the way of construction operations will 
lead to the speedy renewal of commerce 
and industry throughout the country. AVe 
have had restricted building in all lines for 
the last two or three years, and in* some 
lines, such as railway, mercantile, resi- 
dence, etc.. for a much longer period^. The 
amount of building actually needed in the 
United States from the standpoints both 
of necessity and investment is enormous. 
A reduction of freight rates on such essen- 
tial construction material as lumber £.nd 
wood products will lower the cost of build- 
ing, and. is therefore a national need.

OBJECTS THAT CARRY. DISEASE 


There is no reason to suppose that books, maga- 


zines, newspapers," letters, paper money or coins, 
stamps,' flowers, pictures, lerns or growing plants 
ever convey disease germs from patient or sick- 
room to one outside. There is no risk involved in 
tandling or using such objects after they have been 
landled or used by an individual ill of \my com- 
municable or infectious disease, unless the object 
s visibly and freshly soiled with saliva or other se- 
cretion. Nobody's health is endangered by the ex- 
change of the most tattered and filthy paper money, 
but when a woman holds a coin in her mouth while 
closing her pocket book, and then 'hands that coin, 
freshly soiled with saliva, to the street car conduc- 
tor, the movie ticket seller or the newsboy, she is 
ntitled in exchange to one transfer liberally treat- 
ed with saliva, or one saliva moistened ticket or one 
newspaper with the newsboy's trademark on it— 
the risk is 50-50 on all sides. 
Several years ago Dr. Charles V. ChSpiu, the 


health superintendent of Providence, R. I., cyni- 
cally observed that "if saliva were indigo every- 
thing would look blue.", The color scheme would 
nclude pencils exchanged by school children, the 
common towel, the common handkerchief in some 
families, the cigar cutter in cigar stores and the 
cigars_cut therewith, the pages of books turned with 
saliva moistened fingers, paper 
money,- 
letters, 


door knobs, "hanging straps in cars used by human 
ransportation, transfers, playing cards, programs, 
.heatre seat arms, the hands everbody shakes, and 
ke the sidewalks all over town. But no use get- 
ting blue about it. Just wash the stain away some 
lalf dozen times a day. Soap and water 
hand 


washing Is the best kind of disinfection we have 
and is all the protection even a doctor or nurse in 
personal attendance on patients ill of infectious dis- 
ease requires. 
Linen, clothing, furs, hats or shoes that have been 


worn- or used by an individual ill of diphtheria, scar- 
et fever, tuberculosis or any other known infec- 
ious, disease, are safely used by other persons pro- 
-ided the articles are not visibly soiled. Ordinary 
aundering and ironing renders linen perfectly safe 
n any case. A- good airing and sunning will make 
clothing or furs safe to wear. Since cancer is not an 
infectious or communicable disease, there need be 
no anxiety about using such articles after they have 


een used by an Individual afflicted with cancer, 


provided ordinary cleanliness is regarded. 


Such objects as soda fountain glasses and uten- 


sils, milk bottles, the common towel, the common 
bath tub, the cigar cutter, the common 
drinking 


cup. toys, personal toilet articles, utensils for giving 
bod or medicine, the 
barber's or hairdressers' 


brushes and combs and hands, and the hands of 
such food handlers as butchers, waiters, bakers, 
cooks, and candy store clerks, must be regarded 
with suspicion as conveyors of disease by reason 
of contamination with saliva or other germ laden 
secretion.

Near sighted 
persons witlT feoncave lenses at all times can see 
near objects3elearly, such as newspaper print, If the 
eyes are not astigmatic, so they can generally read 
well late in life after the progress of the near sight- 
edness is over. This accounts for the popular no- 
tion that near sighted eyes grow stronger and vision 
.mproves with age.

sighted eye to. uso -it -without proper concave lenses; 
it is a mistake to think that going without

berries cooked therein, but even if some zinc were 
dissolved in the food or juice, it is probably harm- 


s. Water heavily contaminated with zinc from 


galvanized tanks and pipes, has been drunk freely 
without apparent ill effects.

We have learned the law and power 
of the descending river, and joining 
our .-wheels and saws and ^ooms with 
that, we take hold with God and Our 
power is increased a hundred fold.

home for the coming man. Now'Good's 
work In the wprld is chiefly to make

The ultimate question 
about any 


man's work is, "Is he taking hold 
with God?" Napoleon Bonaparte for 
years' Worked 
at 
organizing the 


chaotic liberties of the French Re 
volution and in establishing 
that 


great body of law- the "Code Napol- 


eon." 
It was Hasting work for th£ 


freedom and advancement 
of man- 


kind. In it he took hold with God and 
he' grew great. Then in pride and am- 
bition he turned his powers to self- 
ish ends. He did n6t work with God, 
and God brushed him aside. 


The greatest and highest work of 


man's highest powers is prayer. It 
has been the refuge and the motive 
power of the world's great workmen. 
Prayer is getting hold with God. 


The foundations that had lasted and 


on which have been build almost all 
that we hold dear, were laid by men 
mighty in prayer. "We are wont to 
think for example, that the reign of 
justice and law is the foundation of- 
our civilization. To find the workmen 
who layed a chief cornerstone of our 
jurisprudence, we must go back to 
Moses. Chief-justice Paxon of Penn- 
sylvania some years ago was address- 
ing law-students of the State IJ-niversL 
ty, and he told them that if they would 
go down to the foundation of the law 
they must go far down below the 
first decisions of the common law to 
the legislation of Moses. And we re- 
call that the great principles of his 
code came to him during a protracted 
period of communion with God on 
Mount Sinai. 


Then take" the Master-workman of 


all, our Lord Himself. It is a revela- 
tion of the value- of prayer in work, 
to trace its place in the life of Jesus. 
To the student of his life four great 
crisis stand out in memory: the day 
of organizing his Kingdom when he 
formed the Apostolate and preached 
the Sermon on the Mount, second the 
day of tho Galilean crisis, when he 
preached the sermon on the Bread ot 
Life, third the day of his start from 
far Caesarea Philippi on hisN journey 
to tho cross, and fourth the day of 
Calvary itself. It is recorded of him 
that he spent the night before each 
of these days in prayer. We have all 
marked the strong calmness and ease 
with which he won his victories out 
among men.

Lighting 


The question of personal preference 


always plays a largo part in the choice 
of home lighting. This is particularly 
true of the dining room but usually 
the main point to be decided is wheth- 
er direct or scmi-inderect light will 
produce the particular effect desired. 


With a direct lighting modern dome 


fixture most of the light is thrown 
directly on the table. This emphasizes 
the table and makes it the most im- 
portant object in the room. The faces 
of those seated around the table are 
illuminated by the light that is re- 
flected from the white table cloth as 
well as. by the- light that comes 
through the glass dome. The dome, 
because it is glass, also permits some 
of the light to go to the rest of the 
room so that the contrast between the 
table and the walls is not too great 
for comfort. 


When semi-indirect lighting is; used, 


the greater part of the light Is re- 
.fleeted by the fixture itself to the ceil- 
ing. The ceiling then becomes the 
light source for the entire room. No, 
one spot is made particularly con- 
spicious. The important consideration 
in using semi-indirect lighting is that 
the ceiling must be of a light color 
to reflect the light properly. 
From the decorative point of view, 


both types of lighting can be made to 
harmonize with any 
special color 
scheme. The type chosen depends on 
the artistic 
effect desired.
